were dimmed Friday by the an­ 
nouncements of two key southern 
senators that they would vote 
against it. The Senate takes up 
the treaty Monday. 


Both Sen. Richard B. Russell, 
D-Ga., chairman of the arm ed 
s e r v i c e s committee, and Sen. 
John 
C. Stennis, 
D-Miss, who 
heads the preparedness subcom­ 
mittee. said concern over possi­ 
ble military disadvantages of the 
treaty prompted their decisions. 
A UPI poll of other members 
of the arm ed services committee 
showed two senators in favor of 
ratification, three undecided and 
one undecided by leaning toward 
ratification.
